WFIL Broadcasting Company again 
plans to locate its 5,000-watt broad- 
casting tower in Bala. This was 
learned last week, when legal notices 
were given an Ardmore paper an- 
nouncing a hearing by the Lower 
Morion Board of Adjustment, 7.150 P. 
M. next Thursday, the 10th, at the 
Township Building, Ardmore. 

Exception is sought from the Lower 
Morion Zoning Ordinance, which de- 
crees an "A" residence district in the 
part of West Laurel Hill Cemetery 
Company grounds where WFIL would 
erect a radio tower, control station 
and garage. 

The proposed site is on the east 
side of Glen road (which parallels 
City Line, connects Monument road 
and the Schuylkill), 1:500 feet north 
of City Line. 

Tuesday night at the Neighborhood 
Club's board meeting, information 
about the new application was asked 
of Frank II. Mancill, former township 
commission president, who said he 
represents WFIL as a radio-minded 
attorney who has been counsel for At- 
water Kent. Using Atwater Rents 
and other sets, he said he had con- 
ducted tests alongside other stations, 
and satisfied not only himself, but also 
Walter R. Faries, Bala radio ama- 
teur, that within a mile's radius of a 
station such as WFIL the interfer- 
ence with reception is theoretical 
rather than actual.
